Tuesday’s storm interfered with 
plans of the Andover ABC Com= 
mittee to win approval from the 
School Committee for admission 
of 10 disadvantaged non-residents 
at Andover High School at the 
opening of the 1967 school term in 
September.

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Editorial Comment 


Needed: A Rousing Campaign 


The lid comes off the 1967 municipal election campaign 
next Tuesday evening when the League of Women Voters 
will introduce the protagonists at the first of two Candi- 
dates’ night sessions. This is the public kick-off. But the 
real campaign is underway and has been for months. 

The issue is not conservation, now as ‘‘in’’ as it used 
to be ‘‘out’’. Nor is it recreation (a focal point for League 
interest this year), or the ABC program for underpriviledged 
high school boys, or brick schools vs block, or flexible 
vs self-contained classrooms —or the relative merits of a 
cumbersome list of potential sites for a trio of new munici- 
pal buildings. 

These are all questions that will be debated. 

But what really hangs in the balance is the fate of the 
manager form of government in Andover. 

Is it going to prevail? And if it prevails, is it going to 
function in a favorable climate, or are the reactionaries 
eoing to be permitted to chip away until the charter is 
without meaning? 

Andover has a manager-Selectmen form of government 
because the majority of the people voted for it. And there 
is every indication that the majority is well satisfied with 
the decision. Certainly, if it was practical in 1957 to 
think in terms of putting the day-to-day administration of 
town affairs in the hands of a fulltime professional, it is 
valid now that the town’s population has grown to an 
estimated 23,000. 

There are some, however, who have never accepted the 
will of the people on this issue, some with influence in 
high places. Consequently, it is of the utmost importance 
that the public come to believe that the question of a 
strong manager form of government for Andover is still 
very much an issue. 

It is important too that the townspeople recognize that 


the opponents of the present form of government may never 
take so direct an approach to change as a referendum or 
a revision of the charter, but that they may decide instead 
to create a political vacuum which will permit them to 
impede the efficient administration of the government 
without ever having to test the strength of their position. 

For these reasons, it is imperative that every candi- 
date for election in March be put in the position of having 
to declare himself on this issue. None should be permitted 
to be evasive. 

It is obvious that members of the Board of Selectmen 
must be convinced of the desirability of a manager-board 
system of government for this community or they cannot 
possibly develop a working relationship with the paid 
administrator that will benefit the town. 

Tenuous as the link is between the town house opera- 
tion and the school department, it is important also that 
persons elected to the School Committee support the 
charter and reflect this support in a willingness to explore 
every possibility for town-school cooperation that will 
result in efficiency and economy for the town overall. 
Andover cannot afford power struggles. 

Nor should voters fail to inquire about the attitude of 
the moderator toward the manager charter. Many seem to 
forget that the moderator’s single most important function 
is the selection of members for the Finance Committee 
which means that it is he who determines whether or not 
the financial watchdogs are forward looking or tradition 
bound in their approach to budget pruning. 


What this town needs is a rousing campaign that will 
bring the candidates’ positions into sharp focus and give 
the public some clear choices. 

Candidates’ Night is the time to get the ball rolling.
